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CLAIMS 

The embodiments of the invention in which an exclusive property or 
privilege is claimed are defined as foUows: 

1 . A grip for a golf putter, comprising: 

(a) a center member; and 

(b) two side members coaxially aligned side-by-side with said center member, 
such as to define therebetween two grooves each of said two grooves disposed 
between one of said side members and said center member. 

2. A grip for a golf putter, as defined in Claim 1, wherein: said center 
member and said two side members are sUghtly truncated cones, with distal ends 
thereof being slightly wider than proximal ends thereof. 

3. A grip for a golf putter, as defined in Claim 1, wherein: said center 
member and said two side members are generally cylindrical and each is about 
one-inch in diameter at its distal end narrowing to about three-quarter-inch m 
diameter at its proximal end. 

4. A grip for a golf putter, as defined in Claim 2, wherein: said grooves 
define an angle of about five degrees therebetween. 

5. A grip for a golf putter, as defined in Claim 1, wherein: hnaginary 
lines drawn through major axes of said center member and said two side members 
lie inaplane orthogonal toaplane in which liesafaceofaheadofaputter shaft 

to which said grip for a golf putter is attached. 
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6. A grip for a golf putter, as defined in Claim 1. wherein: each of said 
two grooves is about 0.3-inch deep. 

7. A method of using a grip for a golf putter, comprising: 

(a) providing a center member; 

(b) providing two side members coaxially aligned side-by-side with said center 
member, such as to define therebetween two grooves each of said two grooves 
disposed between one of said side members and said center member; and 

(c) grasping said grip with thumbs of a user disposed in said two grooves. 

8. A method of using a grip for a golf putter, as defined in Claim 7, 
fiirther comprising: providing said center member and said two side members as 
slightly truncated cones, with distal ends thereof being slightly wider than 
proximal ends thereof. 

9. A method of using a grip for a golf putter, as defined in Claim 8, 
fimher comprising: providing said center member and said two side members 
each about one-inch in diameter at its distal end narrowing to about three-quarter- 
inch in diameter at its proximal end. 

10. A method of using a grip for a golf putter, as defined in Claim 8, 
further comprising: providing said grooves to define an angle of about five 
degrees therebetween. 
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1 1 . A method of using a grip for a golf putter, as defined in Claim 7, 
further comprising: providing said center member and said two side members 
such that imaginary lines drawn through major axes of said center member and 
said two side members lie in a plane orthogonal to a plane in which lies a face of a 
head of a putter shaft to which said grip for a golf putter is attached.
